FOREIGN  INTELLIGENCE. 
England. 
LONDON,  September  4. 

A  flag  of  truce  arrived  laft  night  at 
Dover,  with  difpatches,  and  with  Pari* 
papers  of  the  31ft  ult.  They  contain  not) 
an  article  of  importance. 

It  is  laid  that  a  convention  was  figned 
at  Paris  on  the  10th  of  Auguft,  with  ont| 
of  the  p;i«oip»l  powers  of  Germany 
(Pruflia)  by  which  that  power  accedes  to 
the  principles  adapted  bv  France  hi  con- 
cert with  Aufliia,upon  the  fubjeclof  th« 
indemnities.  The  death  of  the  elector 
of  Cologne  has  certainly  rendered  ihz 
adjuilnient  of  this  bufinefs  lefs  diificult 
than  it  would  have  been.  There  is  eve- 
ry reafon  to  believe  that  Prutlia  will  re- 
ceive the  bilhopiieks  of  Munfler  and  Po- 
derborn. 

Some  diflurbances  lately  broke  out  tit 
the  Pruffian  lhare  of  Poland  ;  thev  were, 
however  almoll  infhutly  fupprcflid  by 
the  military  force. 

An  experiment  was  la'cly  performed 
in  the  prefeiice  of  the  king  of  Pruffia,  at 
Charlo.ttenbur^h,  which  completely  fuc- 
ceeded.  It  contiiled  in  convoying  fignal* 
in  the  day  lime  by  means  of  fky-rockcts. 
This  is  faid  to  be  tie  difcovery  of  M. 
Meander,  a  lieutenant  in  the  Royal  corpa 
of  Artillery,  to  whom  they  already  owe 
feveral  ufeful  difcoveriei. 

There  never  was  fo  great  a  degree  of 
mortality  at  Berlin  as  prevailed  from  the 
2d  of  April  to  the  3d  of  July  laft.  In 
thofe  three  months  the  deaths  amounted 
to  2365,  exceeding  the  births  by  tl» 
numbtr  of  £63.

OFF  EN,  Auguft  12. 

Aletter  from  Beccari, in  Auftrian  Croa. 
tia,  in  the  Adriatic  flates,  "  There  arri- 
ved a  few  weeks  ago,  an  Englilh  fliip  at. 
Portoree,  and  a  fecond  at  Faume,  to  pur- 
chafe a  great  quantity  of  hemp  and  flax, 
that  had  been  collected  at  thefc  ports  ;  dif- 
ferent fhipg,  among  others  a  Swede,  took 
this  cargo  on  board  to  carry  it  to  England; 
before  fetting  fail,  a  courier  from  his  im- 
perial majelly,  brought  to  the  government 
of  Faume,  the  order  not  to  let  thefe  vef- 
fels  fail ;  there  arrived  a  fhort  time  after 
at  Portoree,  a  commiffary,  who  placed 
an  embargo  on  the  fhips  in  that  port ;  but 
the  Englifh  merchant  Ihip,  of  40  guns  re- 
inforced by  a  corfair,  loaded  her  guns, 
and  declared  that  if  the  meafure  wak  not 
revoked,  and  if  the  lead  military  prepa- 
rations ware  made  on  fltore  to  onforte  it, 
(lie  would  reduce  the  town  to  allies  ;  this) 
manace.  fupported  by  two  Englilh  frigate* 
one  at  Faume,  and  the  other  at  Portoree, 
produced  its  effect  ;  the  embargo  was  ta- 
ken off,  and  the  {hip  was  to  fail  immedi- 
ately, unde.-  convoy  of  the  two  lin^liflat 
frigates." 


AMERICAN  IN TELLIGENCE. 

Pennsylvania. 

•  PHILADELPHIA,  October  22. 
We  underftand  that  the  chamber  of 
commerce  of  this  city, huvingprefented  to 
the  prefident  of  the  United  States  a  re- 
monitrance  on  the.lubject  of  depredations 
commuted  and  threatened  from  the  Spa- 
nifh  port  of  Algeziras,  have  received 
from  the  office  of  Hate,  official  intimati- 
on that  the  intcrcfts  of  the  United  States 
thus  fufferihg,  will  engage  the  immediate 
attention  of  tr.e  prefident — that  he  will 
order  without  delay  the  proper  reprefen 
tations  and  demands  to  be  made  to  the 
Spanifh  government ;  and  will  take  into 
coniideration,  with  the  folicitude  due  to 
the  object,  how  fur  any  other  meafures, 
within  the  authority  of  the  Executive, 
mayjeontrisute  to  arreft  the  progrefs  of  fo 
unwarrantable  an  aggrellion  on  the  law- 
ful purfuits  of  our  commerce.

On  the  27th  ult.  entered  two  corfairs  of 
the  government  from  a  cruife,a  xebec  of 
24  twelve  pounders,  and  a  corvette  of  zo 
brafs  nines,  which  had  been  boarded  and 
difarmed  by  a  Frcncli  detatchment  com- 
manded by  vice-admiral  Gantheume. 
The  affair  is  fo  novel,  fo  yell  done,  and 
at  the  fame  time  fo  laconic,  that  it  feems 
worthy  of  detail.  "Who  are  you  ?  "  hail- 
ed the  republican.  "  Tunillians  "  was 
the  anfwer.  "  Whom  do  you  cruife  a- 
gainfl  ?  "  "  Neapolitans."  •«  What  do 
you  not  know  that  the  Neapolitans  are 
our  friends  ?  Dare  you  infult  the  allies 
of  Frenchmen  ?  Over  board  in  an  instant 
every  offensive  weapon  or  I  send  you  to 
the  bottom"  The  order  was  promptly 
obeyed.  "  Go  make  the  compliments  of 
the  firft  conful  to  the  Bey  your  mailer. 
Tell  bin)  it  was  not  his  intention  to  have 
regarded  your  breach  of  faith  in  renew- 
ing the  war.  You  might  have  remained 
tranquil  and  undilturbed  at  home  ;  but 
if  we  find  you  abroad  in  fearch  of  mifcheif 
we  deprive  you  of  the  means.  Tell  him 
to  beware  of  provoking  the  refentment  of 
the  firft  couful,  it  will  be  terrible  to  him 
and  his  country."  The  admiral  wrote 
to  ihe  bey  in  the  fame  ftyle.  His  cha- 
grin and  mortification  may  be  better  ima- 
gined than  defcribed.  Theft  were  two 
of  his  belt  cruifers  ;  but  the  contempt  is 
more  grating  than  the  injury  done  him. 
He  cannot  afpire  to  revenge  himfelf  of 
the  French.  He  dares  no  more  look  for 
prey  from  Italy.  What  fhall  he  do  ? 
The  Americans  are  a  fpecies  of  Chrifti- 
ans  fomewhat  fimilar  in  their  religion 
and  government  to  the  French,  and  mufi 
therefore  expiate  the  affront.  We  are 
now  the  only  nation  on  earth  againft 
whom  the  Barbiry  powers  can  fafely 
cruife  ;  the  Spaniards  are  includedvin  the 
lift  of  French  allies.  For  thefe  reafons, 
this  example  of  the  French,  though  it  is 
only  one  worthy  of  imitation  with  thefe 
that  has^  happened  lately,  is  extremely 
prejudicia'l  to  our  affairs,  and  its  influ- 
ence inftantaneous.  Since  it  took  place 
the  Bey  has  totally  changed  his  tone  of 
treatment."

NANCY  MASON,  who  fays  flie  is 
the  daughter  of  George  Mafon,  and  Mary 
his  wife,  formerly  Mary  Butler,  and  was 
born  in  the  ftate  of  Maryland,  on  the  eaft 
branch,  of  Potomac,  five  miles  from 
Georgetown  ;  that  her  father,  mother 
and  two  lifters  were  killed  on  the  Ohio 
river,  about  12  years  ago,  by  the  SJiaw- 
anefe  Indians  ;  that  her  brother  James 
and  felf  were  made  prifoners  ;  that  her 
father  had  fixteen  negroes  with  him,  nine 
of  whom  were  killed,  the  others  (lie  can 
give  no  information  of.  She  fays  her 
father  had  a  brother,  named  Ifaac,  who 
was  owner  of  iron-works  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Beefon  town,  in  Pennfylvania 
and  that  her  mother  had  three  brothers 
whofe  names  were  Samuel,  James  and 
^Nace  Butler.

Friends  6f  Brothers  I 
Your  forefathers  did  not,  in  my  opinion, 
make  as  good  a  change  when  they  laid  a- 
lide  their  (lone  tomahawks  and  knives, 
and  made  ufe  of  iron,  as  you  would  make, 
if  you  would  change  your  old  w  iy,  of  on- 
ly word  of  mouth  intlru£lion,  and  wam- 
pom, for  reading  and  writing. — Why  did 
your  forefathers  make  the  above  mention- 
ed change  ?  Becaufe  they  faw  the  benefit 
thereof.  But  it  is  not  fo  eafy  for  you  to 
fee  the  benefit  of  reading  and  writing, 
beoaufe  you  cannot  read  and  write  your- 
felves,  and  therefo're,  cannot  rightly 
know  what  it  is.  I  did  know  j  our  way 
ot'eonveying  your  thoughts  to  each  other, 
and  I  know  what  it  is  to  read  and  write — 
therefore  it  is  we  do  hot  fee  one  way 
on  this  fubject.

As  you  are  now  about  entering 
tipon  the  bufinefs  of  the  enfuing  feflion, 
we  have  thought  it  proper  to  addrefs  a 
few  obfervations  toyoii.y— The  approba-s 
tion  which  the  truftees  have  been  pleat- 
ed, on  feveral  occafions,  to  exprefs  of  out- 
examinations  and  other  excrcifes,  muft 
have  been  highly  gratifying  to  you,  as  it 
has  been  very  grateful  to  us  :  and  it  en- 
courages us  to  hope  that  vou  will  endea- 
vour to  merit  fuch  approbation  on  all 
future  occafions.

BY  YESTERDAY'S  MAIL. 

LONDON,  September  6. 

The  three  great  points  in  the  neutral 
ijUcftion,  which  has  happily  been  adjufted 
by  tiie  treaty  of  Ruflia,  were — that  "free 
bottoms  made  free  goods  " — the  contra- 
band of  war — -and  the  right  of  fearch  un- 
der convoy.  The  firft  of  thefe,  and  that 
which  was  moft  ftrongly  inlifted  upon  by 
the  Northern  Confederacy,  has  now  been 
coinpleatly  abandoned,  as  the  property 
of  an  enemy  on  board  a  neutral  fliip  is  ac- 
knowledged by  the  treaty  to  be  a  lawful 
prize.  The  articles  to  be  deemed  con- 
traband of  war  are  limited  and  defined  ; 
but  it  is  to  be  obferved  that  in  our  trea- 
ties with  Ruflia,  in  1796  and  i797,rraval 
(tores  were  not  included.  We  have  here 
acted  upon  fpecific  treaties,  and  thefe  njuft 
alfo  be  our  guide  when  we  come  to  a  final 
fikijeracnt  with  Denmark  and  Sweden. 
With  r'efpect  to  the  right  of  fearch,  it  is 
very  propsrly  reftricted  to  the  king's  (hips 
which  are  firft  to  examine  the  papers  of 
the  convoying  veflcl,  and  are  not  to  de- 
tain any  particular  fhrp,  *  unlefs  there  ap- 
pears a  reafonable  ground  of  fufpicion." 
In  return  for  this  free  and  fair  co'nceflion 
,ve  have  obtained  a  fecurity  againft  the  a- 
bufe  fo  frequently  practifed  on  neutral 
SaH,  as  no  vellel  is  to  be  eonfidered  as  the 
property  of  the  country  whofeflag  it  car- 
ries, unlefs  the  captain  of  the  (hip,  and 
one  half  of  the  crew  at  lead,  are  the  fub- 
jects of  that  country. 

If  any  pcrfon  can  fu'ppofe  that  two 
much  has  been  conceded  with  refpect  to 
the  light  of  fearch,  we  (hall  refort  to  an 
evident*  certainly  not  partial,  and  give 


Mr.  Fox'i  opinion  on  the  fubjeft.  In  his 
fpeech  of  the  25th  of  March  laft  he  fays, 
"The  only  difficulty  would  be  which  to 
ftiidrapm  as  nioft  monftious— a  neutral 
^etfnding  lo  the  right  of  (applying  one 
belligerent  with  means  of  mischief  to  ano- 
ther— or  a  belligerent  infilling  upon  an 
univerfal  right  of  fearch  in  all  cafes,  and 
making  innocent  commerce  the  (port  of 
its  whim,  in  exprefs  contempt  of  fpecific 
regulation.  It  is  between  thefe  extremes 
that  the  general  intereft  of  the  common- 
wealth of  nations  finds  the  true  equitable 
medium."  It  is  precifcly  on  that  medi- 
um between  the  two  extreme*  that  we 
conceive  the  prcfent  treaty  to  be  foun- 
ded.

Citizens, 

As  I  have  been  informed,  that  cap- 
tains of  Foreign  veffels,  after'  carrying 
away  by  force  or  feduction,  young  citi- 
zens of  the  colony,  have  been  fo  bold  as 
to  fell  them  in  the  United  States,  it  is 
the  duty  of  every  public  officer  to  pre- 
vent, by  the  moft  ilrict  attention,  fuch 
wicked  attempts  from  being  renewed  for 
the  future. 

I  have  received  advices,  importing, 
that  citizen  Abraham  in  the  Cape,  a 
Creole  of  the  plantation  called  Des 
Dames,  was  conducted  to  Wi»i|ton : 
that  after  having  been  put  on  *»re\he 
was  taken  away  into  the  feack  country, 
where  he  was  going  "to  be  fold,  when  he 
was  claimed  by  a  Frenchman  and  fent 
back  to  Cape  Francois,  on  board  the 
fchooner  Two  Sifters.  The  fame  citizen 
informs  me,  that  a  youngblack  man  nam- 
ed Bouhomme,  a  Creole,  and  Taylor  of 
Cape  Francois,  was  fold  in  this  manner, 
a  few  years  ago.  in  Charlefton,  and  that 
lie  is  in  queft  of  him.  To  thefe  pofitive 
facts  he  adds  others,  the  proofs  of  which 
he  is  trying  to  ontain. 

In  confequence  of  this  information, 
you  are  fenfible  ffiqwigreat  your  zeal 
ought  lo  be,  to  prAeft Vuch  piratical  at- 
tempts for  the  future.  There  is  no  doubt 
but  there  are  among  the  captains  who 
trideUothis  colony,  fome  mean  and  bar- 
barous enough  to  deal  in  the  deftiny  of 
their  fellow  creatures,  to  carry  them  far 
from  their  country  and  liberty,  and  re- 
duce them  to  (lavfery. 

Tl.e-cfo..  ,  it  io  ordered  that  all  pub- 
lic officers  inform  me  of  the  abufes  that 
may  bo  committed  in  that  matter;  and 
that  commanders  in  feaports  go  with  a 
municipal  officer  on  board  of  thofe"  "vef- 
fels ready  to  fail,  and  make  a  ftrict  vifit 
to  all  perfons  on  board  ;  and  if  there  are 
citizem  not  included  in  the  crew's  lilt, 
to  ha-ve  them  drfembarked,  unlefs  they 
ftp>di>ct  a  paffport  %ned  by  me  ;  to  ftop 
ify  ve*el,  and  give  ine  immediate  notice 
thereof,  fo  as  I  may  order  to  be  brought 
before  a  council  of  war,  captains  known- 
to  be  gailty,  in  order  that  they  (hould  be 
profecLted  to  the  utnioft  extent  of  the 
laws.

A  letter  received  at  Trenton,  from  an 
officer  on"  board  the  United  States  fri- 
gate Philadelphia,  dated  off  Gibraltar, 
Auguft  10,  1801,  ftates,  that  the  Phila- 
delphia was  ftill  cruizing  off  Gibraltar,  in 
hopes  that  the  Tripolltans  would  iome 
out,  who,  however,  (hew  no  difpofition  to 
venture  a  meeting  with  our  countrymen  : 
it  is  alfo  ftated,  by  the  writer,  that  thev 
had  juft  fpoken  a  Swedifli  veffel,  which 
informed  that  the  Dey  of  Tripoli  had  de- 
clared war  againft  Sweden.  It  is  proba- 
ble, if  this  is  true,  that  the  petty  tyrant 
of  Tripoli  will  foon  have  enough  to  do  to 
protect;  himfelf  in  his  own  capital,  with- 
out fending  his  piratical  cruizers  abroad 
to  rob  the  defencelefs  merchantmen  na- 
vigating the  Mediterranean.

News  from  the  Red  Sed 
Arrived  here  on  Saturday,  (hip  Recov- 
ery, capt.  Dana,  (Mr.  Robinfon  fupercar- 
go)in.ii8  days  from  the  Moka  at  the  J 


mouth  of  the  Red  Sea.  The  Recovery 
left  Moka  on  the  IxA  of  June,  and  brings 
thefollowing intelligence  ;  — that  a  very 
large  fleet  of  Britilh  tranfport  mips  had 
gone  up  the  Red  Sea  with  troops  ;  it  wai 
impollible  to  afcertain  the  exact  number 
of  men  employed  ;  fome  accounts  ftated 
Re  number  at  8000  men — theie  were 
feveral  European  regiments,  and  the  re- 
mainder were  the  native  Sepoys  of  the 
Eaft  Indies'. 

The  expedition  was  fuppofed  to  have 
employed  upwards  of  100  fail  of  large 
country  (hips — the  grand  fleet  entered 
the  Red  Sea  in  April,  bot  one  divifionof 
20  (hips,  arrived  late  in  May.  Before 
the  Recovery  failed  from  Moka,  new* 
had  been  received  there  that  the  army 
had  landed  at  Collire  and  Suez,  as  little 
or  no  opposition  could  be  made.  The 
Englifli  had  alfo  taken  poffeflion  of  an 
Ifla'nd  at  the  head  of  the  Red  Sea,  and 
ufed  it  for  a  depofit  for  their  (lores.  All 
was  hurry  and  buftle  at  Moka,  where  the 
Britilh  had  commiflaries  to  purchafc  pro- 
vilions  and  fupplies  for  the  troops.  The 
frigate  La  Forte  had  been  loft  in  the  Red 
Sea,  "by  (b  iking  on  a  reef  of  rocks  near 
Judda.  Colonel  Popham,  from  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope  had  joined  the  army.  The 
Englifli  had  very  few  men  of  war,  and  it 
was  faid  that  thefe  intended  to  fail  to 
cruifeoffthe  ccaft  of  Braxils.
